The following change is hereby made to the above-referenced Request for Proposal:

1) Section 9.0 (SPECIAL TERMS AND CONDITIONS), Number 9.9 Participation of Small Businesses and
Businesses owned by Women and Minorities is deleted from the RFP.

2) Add the following SPECIAL TERM AND CONDITION, to Section 9.0, as a new 9.9 (Small Business
Subcontracting and Evidence of Compliance), which reads as follows:

9.9 SMALL BUSINESS SUBCONTRACTING AND EVIDENCE OF COMPLIANCE:

Where it is practicable for any portion of the awarded contract to be subcontracted to other suppliers,
the contractor is encouraged to offer such subcontracting opportunities to small businesses. This shall
include DMBE-certified women-owned and minority-owned businesses when they have received DMBE
small business certification. If small business subcontractors are used, the prime contractor agrees to
report the use of small business subcontractors, on a quarterly basis, by providing the purchasing office
at a minimum the following information: name of small business, phone number, total dollar amount
subcontracted, category type (small, small women-owned, small minority-owned, women-owned, or
minority-owned), and type of product/service provided (See Attachment 1).

3) ATTACHMENT 1 (Contractor’'s Report on Subcontracting) is replaced in its entirety with the
attached and has revised definitions for small, women, and minority businesses. Also, all small
businesses must be certified by the Commonwealth of Virginia, Department of Minority
Business Enterprise (DMBE) to participate in the SWAM program. Certification applications
are available through DMBE online at www.dmbe.virginia.gov (Customer Service).

4) Add ATTACHMENT 3, Small Business Subcontracting Plan (4 Pages attached) to the RFP.
ATTACHMENT 3 shall be completed and returned with the Offer for evaluation.

5) Section 7.0 (EVALUATION AND AWARD CRITERIA) Number 7.1.8 “Small Business Subcontracting
Plan” is added to the evaluation criteria.
